(1) A ring comprising: 
a ring body; 

a primary ornamental portion formed on one side of said ring body for 
supporting a primary jewel; and 

a secondary ornamental portion formed on the other side of said ring body 
for supporting a secondary jewel. 

(2) The ring according to claim 1, wherein said secondary jewel is embedded 
in said secondary ornamental portion. 

3. Detailed Description of the Invention 
(Industrial Application) 

The present invention relates to a ring comprising a primary ornamental 
portion and a secondary ornamental portion so that when the ring is worn, jewels can 
be seen not only from the back side of a hand but also from the palm side of the 
hand. 

(Description of the Prior Art and Problem(s) to be Solved) 

A conventional ring has jewels attached to only one portion of a ring body, 




namely, the back side of the hand when the ring is worn. Therefore, jewels cannot 
be seen from the palm side of the hand. However, when having a conversation with 
gestures and the like, one's palm faces both a listener and a speaker many times, and 
when doing various kinds of manual work, one can naturally and constantly see 
5 his/her palm. The present invention provides a ring so constructed that during such 
activities, jewels can be spontaneously enjoyed by others or constantly enjoyed by the 
wearer. The detailed description of the drawings is given below. 
(Means for Solving the Problem) 

Reference numeral 1 denotes a ring body. A primary ornamental portion 2 
10 is provided at one side of the ring body 1, the primary ornamental portion 2 supports 
a primary jewel 3, a secondary ornamental portion 4 is provided at the other side of 
said ring body 1, and the secondary ornamental portion 4 supports a secondary jewel 
5. If a ring is so structured that said secondary jewel 5 is embedded in said 
secondary ornamental portion 4 to be level with the ring body 1, when the palm side 
15 of a hand 7 touches one's face or grips an object and the like, the face, object and the 
like will not be injured or damaged, nor the secondary ornamental portion will 
become obstructive. However, if no such concern exists and the ring is solely to be 
appreciated by the wearer and others, the ring can be so structured that the secondary 
ornamental portion 4 is formed to have a setting where the secondary jewel is 
20 attached with conventional appropriate means. 
(Operation of the Invention) 

According to the present invention, if the ring is worn with the primary 
ornamental portion 2 where the primary jewel 3 is attached facing the back side of a 
hand 6, the secondary ornamental portion 4 attached with the secondary jewel 5 is 
25 naturally located on the palm side of a hand 7. As a result, since jewels can be seen 



from the back side of a hand 6 as well as the palm side of the hand 7, during 
conversations and the like with gestures, the wearer and others can appreciate jewels 

3 and 5 from both sides, and additionally during manual work, jewels 3 and 5 can be 
appreciated. Further, by embedding the jewel 5 in the secondary ornamental portion 

4 to be level with the ring body 1, no inconvenience arises for manual work, gripping 
an object and the like. 

(Effect of the Invention) 

As described above, the present invention has an advantageous effect for 
appreciating jewels from both palm side and back side of a hand by the wearer and 
others. Additionally, by embedding jewels in the secondary ornamental portion, the 
present invention has a further advantageous effect of. not causing an inconvenience 
during manual work or injuring the face while putting on one's makeup and the like. 

4. Brief Description of the Drawings 

Fig. 1 is a front oblique perspective figure of the present invention, Fig. 2 is 
a back oblique perspective figure, and Figs. 3A and 3B are oblique perspective 
figures showing the ring being worn.
